! this morning relative to the death of 
i William Barstow Strong, perhaps bet- 
! ter known as General Strong, at his 
home in Los Angeles, California late 
yesterday 
afteinoon. 
Mr. Strong's 
acquaintance in Janesville and Beloit, 
at which cities he made his home for 
many years, was not limited, for' it 
was in this city that he early took up 
railroading, only to rise to -vice-presi- 
dent and later president of the 'Santa 
Fe railroad sysie.n, one of the largest 
lines iri the country. 


The telegram stated that Mr. Strong 
passed peacefully away, following old 
age and an illness for many years, 
during which time he has been con- 
fined to a chair. 
His 
wife passed 


away three years ar;o, and since that 
time he has lived alone in Los An- 
geles under the care of physicians. 
William Strong \yas born May 16th, 


1837 
in the east, and was the son of 
Elijah Gridley Strong, a farmer and 
merchant at Brcwnirigton, Vermont. 
In early boyhood, he moved west with 
his family and settled in Beloit, where 
William took up si-hool work for one 


i year. 
Deciding; then to enter into a 
business career, he went to 'Chicago 


j and assumed a business course. ' At 
[times he would aid his father in the 
candle manufacturing business in the 
Line city, during his spare time. 


In lSr>2, .at the age 
of fifteen, he 
worked as apprentice with his broth- 
er, who was a telegraph operator in 
Beloit for the Milwaukee and Missis- 
sippi railroad system. His first real 
experience and test at operating came 
111 1855, when he was sent to this city 
to. act as temporary telegraph opera- 
tor. 
He made' good and was shifted 
to Whitewater and Monroe to act in 
the same capacity until 1858, when he 
was promoted to general station agent 
in this city, where he attained success 
for seven years. 


April 1st, 1S65, Mr. Strong 
was 


i transferred to McGregor, Iowa, as as- 
| sistant superintendent of the McGreg- 
| or and 
Western railroad. He re- 
mained there until the fall of 1866, 


! when he went to Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
[ as general western agent for the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern system. 
By this time he had acquired the 
name of General Strong, and was bet- 
ter known under that title. 
Three 
years later be became assistant gen- 
eral 
superintendent 
and 
general 
freight agent of ths Burlington and 
Missouri Iliver railroad, a part of the 
C., B. and Q. system, and had his 
office at Burlington Iowa. 
In the fall of 1&72, General Strong 
moved to Chicago, to take up anoth": 
Position, 
that* of assistant geniiral 


superintendent of the consolidated 
Burlington lines. In 1874 he accepted 
the call from Michigan Central rail- 
road heads, which made him general 
Kiiperiiiteiidcnt of that road, but two 


, years later he returned to the C., B. 


I and Q. system as general superintend- 


ent. 
On January 1st, 1878, he made 
his last railroad transfer, when he 
became 
vice-president 
and 
general 
manager of the Atchison, Topeka ancj 
Santa Fe Railroad company, 
three 
years later beins promoted to presi- 


. dent of the system with his office at 
i Boston, Massachusetts.

Buttonholes should be made large 


enough' to allow the button to slip 
through without'pressure. 


Buttonholes 
should 
be worked on 


the right side of double material, at 
least one-fourth of an inch from the 
edge OJ the garment. 
The distance 
between them is regulated by the ma- 
terial and by the size and location of 
the buttons'. 


The beauty of the 
buttonhole de- 


pends large.ly upon the straightness of 
the cut,,the regularity of distance be- 
tween the stitches and the evenness 
of the stitches in depth. 


Make buttonholes firm, with a fan 


at the end. receiving the strain, and 
finish with1 a bar on the other end. A 
vertical 
buttonhole 
with 
strain at 


either end should be finished with a 
bar at each end. 


Use thread to correspond with the 


weight of the material. Let the thread 
be long enough to work the entire but- 
tonhole. 


To make a buttonhole cut a slit the 


required length through both thick- 
nesses 'of cloth, being careful to cut 
between two threads. Knot the thread 
insert the' needle half an inch above 
the right end of the slit, bring it out 
three or four threads below the right 
end of. slit; insert the needle three or 
four threads below the left end of the 
slit, bring it out three or four threads 
above; insert again above the right 
end, coming out at starting point. If 
the material frays easily the slit should 
be overcasted before attempting the 
buttonhole. 


Begin the buttonholing by bringing 


the needle about half way out at the 
lower right end just below the long 
stitch. Throw the double thread from 
the eye of the needle to the left and 
under the point of the needle with a 
circular 
movement to form a loop; 


draw the needle 
through 
the loop 


formed and pull up the thread away 
from you at right angles to the edge 
of the buttonhole, 
thus 
forming a 


double 'knot on the edge called a purl. 
Form t'he following stitches the same 
way, leaving a thread of the cloth be- 
tween each stitcfc and bringing the 
needle out under the same thread of 
the cloth each time to make the stitch- 
es the same length. 


In making a horizontal buttonhole 


spread'th'e stitches at the left end in 
fan shape, continue down the other 
side, and at the right end make two 
stitches the length of the width of the 
button 'hole, drawing the two sides to- 
gether. 
Wind the thread, spirally, 


around these long stitches until com- 
pletely 
covered 
carry 
the 
thread 
through to the other side and fasten.

THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 
To prevent hot fruit cracking a 
glass par. place the j'ar upon a wet 
cloth before pouring the fruit into it. 


if ink is spilled on the carpet, im- 
mediately cover the spot with salt.

(three cups should make about six 
cups when it is whipped, if it is good 
and heavy cream).
